Supreme Court to 
Rule on New Tax 


Assessment Law 


Springfield, HI., Dec. 20—(AP) 


—The Illinois Supreme court was 
asked today to clear up taxing 
po\vers under the mandatory 100 
per cent property tax assessment 
laws. 


The court's decision is awaited 


by local taxing officials through- 
out the state anxious to know 
how much revenue they can count 
on from 1946 tax bills payable in 
1947. 


Even the experts hold conflict- 


ing opinions as to maximum taxes 
that can be extended. As a result, 
many county clerks don't know 
which way to turn in figuring the 
new rates 


Grace Anderson, a taxpayer and 


resident of Park Ridge, filed the 
Supreme court 
appeal from a 


Cook county Circuit court decision 
which dismissed her suit. 


Two Interpretations of Law 
Her complaint typifies the prob- 


graphs of the laws. 


She contended that if a formula 


set up in paragraph one was used, 
the Cook county clerk could com- 
pute the 1946 corporate fund tart 
of Park Ridge to produce 582,283. 
tinder the paragraph two formula 
the maximum -would be reduced to 
$70,025. 


In most taxing districts, the 


paragraph 
one formula 
would 


yield substantial increases 
over 


1945 
property taxes. 
Local gov- 


ernment officials say additional 
revenue is needed because of wage 
demands and generally higher op- 
erating- costs 


Under paragraph two the in- 


crease is limited to five per cent 
more than the maximum that 
could have been extended in 1942. 
The taxpayers' Federation of Illi- 
nois, using- county corporate funds 
as a guide, says this provision 
would permit most units about the 
same amounts as 1945. 


Groups Differ on Issue 


The Anderson

death.

Medley, who died for the mur- 


der of a 50-year-old redhaired 
Washington divorcee, was claimed 
by his lawyer to be a victim of 
chronic alcoholic paranoia. 


Thin and haggard, he paid with 


his life for the fatal shooting of 
Mrs. Nancy Boyer in her fashion- 
able apartment here in March 
1945. 


He and others had played poker 


at the apartment 
the previous 


night. 


Medley was executed just 19 


minutes after announcement that 
the Supreme court again had re- 
fused to intervene.

point." said the BBC, "was that 
one person in a party watching a 
television screen in a darkened 
room across the corridor also fell 
under the hypnotic influence, al- 
though Mr. Casson was not then 
addressing the viewing audience.

Claim Based on Note 


The claim was based on a note 


dated April 1, 1934, in which Mrs. 
Charters promised 53,000, with in- 
terest at 10 per cent after death 
until paid. The conservator's ob- 
jections contended that the note 
was without consideration, merely 
offered to make a gift, was not 
executed and delivered by Mrs. 
Charters, who was staying- with 
the Millers at the time, and was 
fraudulently obtained by undue in- 
fluence.

Smith sketched out details of 


his proposed measure during a 
conference with President Truman 
yesterday but declined to say what, 
if any, reaction it met at the 
White House. 


The Virginian told reporters he 


plans to introduce his bill when 
the new congress meets two weeks 
from today. 


With Senator Connally (D-Tex.), 


Smith wrote the Wartime Labor 
act which became law over Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's veto. 
It gives 


the government power to seize 
plants involved in labor disputes 
and to prosecute union leaders who 
engineer strikes m seized indus- 
tries. 


Smith said his new bill is de- 


signed to cover the entire labor 
situation. 


It would sharply revise the 


Wagner Labor Relations act and 
contains some provisions of the 
vetoed Case bill, the invalidated 
Lea-Petrillo radio act and the 
shelved Smith anti-strike bill of 
the 79th congress.

Phantom Limb" Pains May Be 


Erased by New Type Operation 


Cleveland, Dec. 
20.—(AP)—A 


new operation to get rid of phan- 
tom limbs, the imaginary arms 
and legs of amputees, which nev- 
ertheless are really painful, was 
reported to the American College 
of Surgeons today. 


These phantom limbs last for 


weeks or months and occasionally 
for years. 
A man with ono leg 


gone \vill have the sensation per- 
haps that it is doubled under him. 
and he is pitting- on it and it hurts. 
Or he has the sensation that a 
missing arm is stretching rigidly 
aloft with the fingers cramping. 


The best reason surgeons can 


give is the fact that after the 
nerves are cut nt the amputation 
poi"t, their ends aftuiward grow 


a little. They grow into the scar 
at the end of the stump limb. 


The nerve tendons curl around 


seeking to make unions with other 
nerves in the last stump. This in 
theory is why the amputees have 
the phantom leg- sensations. 


Several surgical operations have 


been used. The new one was re- 
ported by Dr. Louis G. Herrmann, 
of the University of Cincinnati 
college of medicine. He ligates, or 
ties off. the severed nerve ends 
about an inch from the stump. 
This prevents the tendrils presum- 
ably from growing down into the 
scar. He said the results indicate 
that this ligation is of considerable 
importance in preventing- occur- 
rence of the phantom limb pain.

both planes were damaged in the 
collision, which occurred in clear 
weather shortly after dark last 
night. 


The co-pilot of one, a big, four- 


engined DC-4 Eastern Air Lines 
craft carrying 56 passengers, said 
he saw the other, a two-engined 
Universal Air 
Lines 
C-47, ap- 


proaching from the left three or 
four miles north of Aberdeen. He 
pulled his ship up at the last in- 
stant and scraped over the top of 
the Universal plane, Eastern offi- 
cials said. 


The co-pilot, R. Brown, of Mi- 


ami, said he had "just a second or 
two" in which to avert disaster. 
The pilot of this plane, J. B. Kuhn, 
also of Miami, told a reporter, 
"Brown saved the day." 


Holes in Both Craft

larger plane, while the Universal 
liner, carrying 22 passengers and 
a crew of three on a charter flight, 
had a hole driven into the upper 
portion of the fuselage, its escape

Commercial Atom 


By 1951: Experts 


Boston, Dec. 21—(AP)— Com- 


mercial use of atomic energy with- 
in five years has been predicted 
by a group of Xew England ex- 
perts providing the government 
gives the "green light" to Indus-- 
try. 


Atomic generation 
of electria 


power, they said, could be accom- 
plished at an original cost com- 
parable to present modern methods 
and for much less. 


These views were expressed in a 


report by a Xew England council 
which includes in its membership 
Kali T. Compton. president of tha 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and one of the developers 
of the atom bomb, and Bradley 
Dewey. president of the American 
Chemical Society. 


Although 
no 
atomic 
power 


plants have been built, they said, 
"there now seems to be no Ques- 
tion, from the purely technical 
standpoint, about thr> possibility 
of generating large amounts of 
power from the heat liberated dur- 
ing the operation of atomic piles.'1 


Many Factor Involved 


Many factors, they added, would 


affect the speed with which tha 
atom is put to commercial use— 
among them government financial 
support for research development, 
full release of technical informa- 
tion commensurate with securitv 
and "provided that industry b« 
given the green light to proceed 
with its o\\n development." 


Granted these, they said, "it 


seems probable that within five 
years atomic piles could be operat- 
ing- for the purpose of producing 
electrical power." 


The committee said that it was 


difficult to predict what the first 
commercial uses of atomic powei 
would be but that "it seems likely 
that it will be for purposes needing 
heavy and continuous loads oJ 
power."
